“Txtra® of a letter from Colonel Deveaux te Sir Guy Carleton, 
dated New Providente, June 6, 1733. 
-"F Have the pleafaré to inform your Excellency, that on the 
rft of April lait, not having heard thar peace was conclu- 
ded, I formed from St Auguitine an expedition againtt New 
Providence, to reftore its inhabitants, with thofe of the adja- 
cent iflands, to the bleflings of a free government. I undertook
